Ths lilbUiry of the world 
teems with examples of great works 
assompllRhed for God and man by 
those who were dying hy inches wblle 
they wrought theui, and whose flick- 
ering II." ., became literally the vital 
force of the nervices Ihey rendered. 
Nor does this apply only 10 tho pppt, 
for unto tills day we have constantly 
before Our eyes the achievements of 
those whe arg weak, the delicate, the 
sick, who are the feeble folk ot The 
Salvation Army. We hnve aeen the 
shy, nervous, hesitating girl rise up, 
completely forgetting her weakness, 
while her appeals laid bold of the 
crowd, or wlilie she poured out her 
soul (o God in stroug cries and en- 
treaties for the deliverance of the 
captives. We havu seen Officers go 
straight from bed* of sickness aud 
pp.lr. to !Kfc iiZiUarm, and speak to 
the ptfojile like glanta, without giving 
anyar<* t^n idea that there.j"az ar.y 
thlBg life matter. We have seen the 
heart crushed hy personal grief, or 
vorn hi < uuseiesB care, readily tak- 
ing more and more on Itself of others' 
griefs and cares. We have, In fact. 
.-..-p:i !., ;.it«:c =J=d la u Luiiuied other 
ways, tho fulfilment of these words, 
"Out oT weakness were made strong." 
And faith haa bw<n the secret of it 
all. Faith In God, In duty, in the 
opportunity, In Lhe future; above all, 
fulfil iu the Divine Call. 

Do yuu And anything of this kind 
in your experience? 1b It not some- 
times too easily accepted as a reason 
for not doing some unpleasant duty, 
or tnr iwt fsclng Homo aerlous diffi- 
culty, that you "re not tvc!1 enough. 
Or strong enough — in tact, that you 
aro weak? Wan that the true 
renson? At any rate, was H a suffi- 
cient reanon for your fallurcT Was 
It nut mnr^;/ an excuse? Was not 
tho real illfllci'Uy a -ant of ruil'n ? 

The same truth appears trbco w« 
consider Intellectual weakness. For 
hero, again, Ood has "chosen the 
weak things of the wnrM In fWfpiiTvl 
tho mlghly, and the things that aic 
nol to bring to nought the things 
that are." Hnw many peteple I have 
known^-l do not need to go further 
allidd than my own observatlonB Jn 
this matter — whoao mental powers 
1jbv0 been of the very simplest type; 
peoplo who haver had practically no 
education, no reading, ho dcEli! 
training; and yet, wlio out of weak- 
ness havd been mide strong In His 
cause, and bave been mighty with 
"the mind that was In Christ!" 

Now, 1 am quite awBTC tbat Such 
a Irnnsformatlbn as thlft r.So only be 
accompllnhcd by dint of Industry, 
patience, gelf-restrafht, aeif-cotilrol, 
Belf-denlal.
